bo removes his hand untiruly tlio eyctone du- 
viiHtntoi the land. Tho thunder drummer 
carrieH live drum* above his head, and when 
tliflse clash tuicelher the thunders roar. Sun- 
dry superstitions like thene, folk tore, pruv- 
Hrbn and ^host stories till the literature of 
Jupan. 


The origin of the people in involved in 


great uncertainty, but we may safely con- 
clude that they camu originally from the con- 
tinent of Asia mud reached Japan by sailing 
across from Corea. Ffow early or how late 
they settled there no man can tell; but of 
this there is no doubt, that for crmturies men 
have lived, flubed, fought and died fu the 
Lund of the ItiaiiiK Sun. Japanese cosmol- 
ogy seems to know nothing of a First Cnune 
or Creator, but a germ sprung from chaos, 
nnd from Unit gnrm cams the world. With- 
out A Supremo God to worship, the people 
mutually turned to other objects nnd paid a 
kind of divine homage to deceased ancestors, 
subpjitted to priestly rule; and when this an- 
coHtru) worship, or Shintoistn, yielded no 
comfort and made more heavy their bur- 
dens, they turned rwdlly to Buddhism. In 
that dark faith they groped for ages. 
But 


no bright hope attended them In their depar- 
ture out of this life into the next. Tho best 
they had was a vague pxpi-clalion that nftnr 
a knifi soiios of transmigrations they might 
attain to tho uxilnclioti of conscious exist- 
ence, mid fall into mi unbroken and emlkw 
sh-pp. Thin wan their heaven. Wbon Fran- 
cis Xiivior wilt to Jitptui during the six- 
t out ill i century, bo found Uio pi>oplo reaily to 
iccoive u new roli^iou. Shinto hud nuiik in- 
to a myth, Buddhism was corrupt, thn spirit 
of (liHContmit rulud tho lun.i. With Xiivier 
ciune a tlitz/.ll.it; display, iniposiui; procoM- 
ions, the sale of indulMoncds, long calendars 
of bolldays, and all tlio paraphernalia of 
Catholic Kciuiu. Tho Jnp;uioso were dtill^lit- 
fid. Old faiths wore abandoned. 
Pries)H, 


lords, gentlemen, army uflioials, anil naral 
commnmlors bowed before the cross and 
were sprinkled with holy water. 
CandfflH, 


bonds, crosses,, tiellfl and gowns were roconsr- 
crutwl and made to do service under this 
new regime. The road from tho old faith to 
tbo new was abort nnd easy. Fictitious mir- 
acles helped on the work. Gold passed freely 
from Spain and Portugal, under (he name of 
nlms, while .'ire and sword wore unlit-tod to 
h fist en conversion. 


But Ibis Imildltigof wood, hoy nnd stub- 


ble could not stnnd, although doiin in the 
nanio of Christ. 
Jealousies sprang up, 


quarrels followed, political chanijai compli- 
cated mntlnrs, thu fierce cloys of war worn 
turned lonsn to chase Chri.itiaim out of thu 
country. Tim peuplo were commanded t.> 
tramplo on tho Hij,'n of tho cross. Had spec- 
t.icle! a good cause badly manned bt'c.inie it 
ciirno. After 0110 hundred years of foreign 
influence and ihe presence of llii.siinw rt;- 
llRiou, the only permanent result scorned to 
bolboadop'.ion of fiiinpuwder and firtiarms 
and the urfe of tobacco. 


In a Japanese house you see great freedom 


and publicity, diminutive tea-sets, strange 
little fire-boxes, .runts on which to kneel, 
sword-rucks, and rlce-howla. Hero ia a silk- 
store, there a dry Kooda establishment, with 
about five dollars' worth of stock; but the 
people are poor. Tonuer is a beggar whom 
the law does not recognize as human. While 
the boys fly kites the men work at their 
trades. 
A smith blows his bellows with bis 


foot, makes screws which turn the wrong 
way, and locks which one (unit left-handed. 
The book-maker writes bis pases down, 
while we write across. Those people make 
pockets of their sleeves, we make sleeves of 
our pockets, aud wilt not sleep with their 
heads toward inn north, because that H the 
place of evil spirits. The curse of woman is 
that she is tanght servile obedience to man, 


-hile he practices polygamy, and yet women 


of Jnpan are tha highly favored among pa- 
gan women. Actors are a low class. The 
influence of the nuee ia thought to be detri- 
mental to virtue. 


Our mission work among the Japanese Is 


most encouraging. The feudal system is 
gone, tho Shogun's power ia broken, the Mi- 
kado's authority \t supreme. 
When Chris- 


tianity has girdled the globe, may Japan bo 
the chwp to hold the girdle.

111 rearing calves, tho boglnlng is 


tlio most important part ol'the work 
What Is gained then is kept, and 
what is lost cannot be recovered. 
Calves that aro to be reared for the 
dairy or for liocf aro more parlicu 
larly referred to, ami it is very un- 
wise to treat these with neglect bc- 
eaiisii they arc to Sic raised to keep 
and not to be sold to the butcher. It 
is ii mistake, to suppose that an ani- 
mal will rear itsell if it is only sup- 
plied wilh food. 
On the contrary a 


young animal will thrive in propor- 
tion to the earn and attention given 
it. 
Some calves are underfed and 


some are overfed, while some nre fed 
irregularly ; any of those, mistakes 
aro injurious. A ealf may be reared 
very cheaply and very successfully 
in the following manner: Until it is 
four days old it is fed with the dam's 
milk, as soon as it is drawn. As a 
rule, it is better not to permit a calf 
to suck the dam at all, but to leach 
it to drink at tho first. Usually the 
second or third day it 
will drink 


from the pail without trouble. After 
the fourth clay it may receive sweet 
skimmed milk, warmed to eighty 
degrees. This should bo fed to it 
eomcwhat slowly and not more than 
three quarts at a meal, three times a 
day, gradually increasing the ration 
after a week or two until it receives 
four 
quarts. 
This is siillicient 


for any calf, being equal to about 
three pounds daily of the .most nu- 
tritious and concentrated solid dry 
food. Indeed, only a strong, hearty, 
growing calf should have so much, 
and some calves may be stunted 
rather than helped by such liberal 
feeding. After two months, or be- 
fore, some sweet hay may be given 
and a spoonful of bran, to begin 
with, gradually increasing the dry 
food up to two or three ounces of 
grain food at four months, with what 
Lay may bo eaten. Under such a 
system a calf will grow up to be a 
valuable cow, or a steer that will 
mature a whole year earlier than one 
less carefully managed. 


The most troublesome disease 


\vitli-calves is diarrhoea. Hy feeding 
only sweet and warm (not hot) 
mill;, this trouble will be avoided, 
and if it should occur, it may be 
remedied at once by giving now milk 
warm from the cow, in very small 
quantities, not more than a pint or a 
quart nl a lime, and at intervals of a 
few hours. Indigestion is the cause 
of diarrhoea in nearly every case, 
and overfeeding causes indigestion. 


ronltry Keeping «s a Business. 


It is a great mistake to suppose 


that fowls can be kept shut up like 
pigs in a pen. Perhaps no other an- 
imal but a pig can be kept so. 
Hut 


if fowls have a good run in a field, 
any number can be kept just as well 


" as any number of sheep can. To be- 


gin,

health}' lions, with red heads a 
clean yellow legs, and of good size. 
These can be had for the common 
market price, and they will always 
be worth that.

uow and well fed, they will begin to 
lay soon, and pay for their feed. 3u 
March or April a pure bred Ply mouth 
Kock, Light Brahma, or other pre- 
ferred cock should be procured for 
every twenty liens, and in ten days 
after that, eggs may be kept for set- 
ting. 
Pick out the best hens, and 


ieep them in a yard for breeders. 
Have a seperate yard and house for 
brooding hens. All this should be 
prepared for now, so that everything 
is ready when it is wanted. There 
Trill thus be no great losses if the 
business is not satisfactory ; but any 
one who begins in this way, and is 
sensible enough to be satisfied with 
such a beginning will scarcely fail.

Karly Potatoes.

Tho business of selling fan 
cy poultry amounts in New York t« 
about $50,000 a year, which docs no 
includo pigeons or ordinary lowls. 


The lending breeds now in vogm 


among breeders are the light and dark

A well stated crop Is usually profita- 


ble, and one put in late or under unfa- 
vorable conditions Is seldom satisfac- 
tory. 


Harrowing winter grain Is a practice 


that is now quite generally adopted by 
tho better farmera. 
This should be 


done with implements that have the 
luetli turned backward. Peruvian gn- 
ano, liono dust, wood ashes or other 
fertilizer may be applied before the 
harrowing. 


Spring wheat should bo sown as 


soon as tho ground can be properly 
prepared. A top dressing of manure 
ma)' be added alter sowing. The good 
effect of a soluble foitiltzer can some- 
times be seen in a few hours, especial- 
ly if tho application ia 10011 followed by 
a gentle shower that takes the sub- 
stance down to the roots. 
Any start 


given to young plants is foil for good 
throughout their whole life. In using 
any concentrated fertilizer, care must 
he taken that it docs not come In con- 
tact with seeds. If scattered thorough- 
ly and thinly on. tho surface alter sow- 


Ing, there is no danger, otherwise it 
should bo mixed with tho soil. 


There should bo ample provision of 


food for farm animals throughout the 
summer months, when tho pastures aro 
short from drouth. 
A leafy sort of 


oats may bo sown with peas and thus 
obtain n double crop ol green fodder. 
Tho value of Hungarian grass as a sup- 
ply for good green food, is not easily 
over-estimated. 


lieeUs, including mangels, may he 


sown the last of the mouth. 
Quick 


starting of tho seeds may bo insured 
by soaking them. 
They should be 


sown as soon as germination begins. 
After tho plants are np they will need 
weeding and thinning. 


Grass is a leading farm crop, and is 


much neglected. 
Our farmers have 


given very little attention to the study 
of grass and the soils and culture best 
adapted to various sorts. 
A perma- 


nent meadow or pasture needs to be 
kept up by a yearly lop-dressing of 
manure, or commercial fertilizer. It is 
hoped that tho American farmer will 
come to a better understanding of the 
importance of grass growing, and that 
our grass land will be treated with due 
consideration. 


The potato beetle is well under con- 


trol, and potatotes are now a certain 
crop, and a profitable one when given 
clean culture on a rich mellow soil. 
It is well to plant early sorts and har- 
vest tho tubers before, tho rot has time 
to reach them. 


Pul all farm implements in good or- 


der during rainy days. Clear up the 
rubbish that lias aec.inmilated. Look 
well to fences beloro the cattle are 
turned out. 


The care bestowed on sheep by some 


farmers during the 
winter, invites 


weakness, and a troublesome irritation 
nl tho skin and loss of wool often fol- 
lows poor treatment. Raising l.mhs 
for the spring market is a profitable 
business, but great care ol both ewes 
and lambs is necessary. 
The strength 


and vitality of the lamb after birlh de- 
fend largely on tno condition of the 
ewe previous to parturition. 
Much 


injury is done to the unborn lambs by 
compelling the ewes to go without 
water. 
Licking the snow to q'icncli 


thirst chills the frelus and weakens the 
,amb, even if moro serious results do 
not follow7.
